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s we write this account the doors 
have just closed on another suc- 
cessful Midwinter Meeting of the 

Chicago Dental Society, the 93rd. A 

grand total of 15,311 persons made their 

way into the Conrad Hilton Hotel be- 
tween the dates of February 2nd through 
the 5th, to register for this convention. 

Of this total, 2862 were Society members, 

4245 were visitors from the A.D.A., there 

were 1322 exhibitors and 858 exhibitor 

guests, 707 laboratory men, 1333 dental 
assistants and hygienists, and 3884 family 
guests. 

Registration got under way on Sunday, 

a beautiful day in Chicago, promptly at 

10:00 a.m. The Normandie Lounge was 

a busy spot with dentists, physicians, and 

laboratory men registering there, while 

upstairs in the South Williford Room the 
dental assistants, hygienists and family 
guests were registered. In all, 8973 per- 
sons signed in the first day. Due to the 
combined efforts of the Registration and 

Credentials Committee and the central 

office staff, “Operation Registration” 

was carried on smoothly and capably, and 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank 

my vice-chairman, N. Tope Maxson, and 

all of the men on our committee for their 
splendid support. Of course, without the 
valued help of Amy Nelson, Marion Har- 
vey, LaVerne Decker and Norma Gus- 
tafson of the central office staff, and 
the girls from the Convention Bureau, 
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all working in perfect harmony, none 
of this would have been possible. 


The Program 


At least a year ago our General Chair- 
man for the Midwinter Meeting, Wayne 
L. Fisher, began the planning for this - 
event, holding meetings and laying the 
groundwork for one of the finest pro- 
grams ever presented. This year several 
new features were added, among them a 
limited attendance clinic demonstrating 
immediate denture service telecast over 
closed circuit TV, a half-day demonstra- 
tion-discussion clinic on dental photog- 
raphy, and a series of panel discussions, 
two on each of three days, on a variety 
of subjects pertaining to the profession. 
Once again, having projected clinics in 
the mornings and table clinics in the 
afternoons proved most successful in re- 
lieving crowded conditions we expe- 
rienced a few years back. Let’s all con- 
gratulate General Chairman Fisher on 
a great job. 

Graham O. Davies, Program Chair- 
man, and Vice-Chairman Norman H. 
Olsen and their committee presented out- 
standing essayists and clinicians from all 
over the country in a really excellent 
program, one of the best to date. A vote 
of thanks to them for securing the serv- 
ices of these men and for putting to- 
gether a program of this calibre. 

In the Essay Division, Chairman W. 
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Clinton Fisher, Vice-Chairman F. Robert 
Christopher and their committee pre- 
sented a superior program of thirty-four 
essays. Were it possible for us to attend 
all of these sessions we would be well- 
informed indeed. = 

The Limited Attendance Clinics, un- 
der the chairmanship of Rudolph U. 
Grieff with Francis J. Hanagan, Vice- 
Chairman, and their committee reported 
an almost complete sellout due, in part, 
to having the preliminary program in 
the hands of the membership a month 
or so before the Meeting. Sixty-three 
clinics were included in this diversified 
presentation, presided over by 141 chair- 
men. 

Heading the General Clinics Division 
were Howard J. Harvey, Chairman, and 
Edward F. Kritzke, Vice-Chairman, and 
their committee. Especially popular with 
the general practitioner, and always very 
well attended, this program was pre- 
sented by 137 clinicians giving 107 sepa- 
rate clinics. 

Chairman of the Projected Clinics 
Committee was Sidney S. Pollack with 
Benjamin Gans as Vice-Chairman. Fif- 
teen excellent clinics were presented, five 
each on Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day mornings. ; 

The Committee on Visual Education, 
Richard A. Anderson, Chairman, and 
Edmund A. Werre, Vice-Chairman, pre- 
sented 40 motion pictures throughout the 
three days in the Upper Tower Ballroom. 
On Tuesday afternoon, “Medical Hori- 
zons” was shown, the film record of the 
A.B.C. Television program sponsored by 
Ciba Pharmaceutical Products with the 
cooperation of the American Medical 
Association, the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, and the University of Texas 
Dental Branch. An excellent attendance 
was reported on all days. 

Along the west corridor on the third 
floor the Scientific Exhibits were dis- 
played. Chairman of this committee was 
Everett A. Grimmer; Vice-Chairman, 
Louis J. Pavlicek. The committee pre- 
sented 29 fine exhibits. Of particular in- 
terest was the exhibit, “Preventive Den- 
tistry,” by the Committee on Dental 


Health Education of the Chicago Dental 
Society. The entire group drew a great 
deal of attention at all times. 

The Exhibit Registration Committee 
was headed by two men with a vast 
amount of experience and years of service 
on this committee, A. M. Bressler, Chair- 
man, and William E. Shippee, Vice- 
Chairman. They began operating on Sat- 
urday, the 1st, registering the exhibitors 
and their guests, 2180 of them. At 1:00 
p-m. Sunday all was in readiness and 
thousands of persons began streaming 
through the doors of the exhibit halls and 
continued to do so right up until closing 
time at 5 o’clock on Wednesday. With 
the fine cooperation of the girls from 


“the central office, Evelyn Carnes and 


Eleanor Hart and staff, and with the sup- 
port of the Andy Frain ushers, all went 
smoothly and the exhibitors reported bus- 
iness to be very good. 

The Information Committee was busy 
at all times giving helpful directions and 
information of every description, and 
keeping all of the workers informed by 
posting important messages on the black- 
board. Leo J. Cahill headed this commit- 
tee with I. H. Shapiro, Vice-Chairman. 

Publicity Chairman Edward J. Sulli- 
van, former ForTNIGHTLY editor, Vice- 
Chairman Richard G. Fischl and their 
committee, along with the public rela- 
tions firm of Julian Jackson, prepared 
copy for the Chicago newspapers and 
material for TV and radio informing the 
public on new developments in dentistry 
and supplying other pertinent informa- 
tion to provide the Meeting with some 
fine publicity. 

Thomas J. Scanlan, Membership Chair- 
man, James E. Fonda, Vice-Chairman, 
and the members of the committee were 
kept busy getting applications for mem- 
bership on all sides. We understand they 
did very well. 

The Reception Committee with Ed- 
ward W. Luebke, Chairman, and all of 
the past-Presidents of the Society as 
members of the committee, greeted for- 
eign dentists and visiting dignitaries in 
the East Room off the Normandie Lounge 
on all four days. This seems to me a par- 
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ticularly nice way to welcome these visi- 
tors, and you can be sure our past-Presi- 
dents do an excellent job of it. 

The General Arrangements Commit- 
tee, always one of the hardest working 
committees at the Meeting, was under 
the leadership of Chairman Fred S. Ver- 
ink with William J. H. Sisson, Vice- 
Chairman. These men, with headquar- 
ters in Private Dining Room 3, started 
operating on Friday, the 31st of January, 
and were still on the job the following 
Thursday closing up shop. 

Congratulations to all the men serv- 
ing on these committees for a job well 
done. They are in a large part responsi- 
ble for the smooth operation and the suc- 
cess of these Midwinter Meetings. It is 
impossible for me to mention all of you 
who have worked so diligently to this 
end, but in whatever capacity you served 
your efforts were greatly appreciated. 


Panel Presentations 


On Sunday afternoon, in the Upper 
Tower Ballroom, a panel program was 
presented for the junior and senior den- 
tal students of the three Chicago dental 
schools, and their wives. The subject, 
“The Profession You Are About To 
Enter,” was moderated by Gerald D. 
Timmons, Dean of the School of Den- 
tistry of Temple University. The welcom- 
ing address was given by William R. Al- 
stadt, President of the American Dental 
Association, who was introduced by our 
Society President, Walter Dundon. The 
panelists participating were: B. Duane 
Moen, Director of the Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Research and Statistics of the 
American Dental Association, who spoke 
on the places in greatest need of dental 
service, the distribution of dentists and 
the income average in each section; Her- 
bert C. Lassiter, Secretary of the Coun- 
cil on Federal Dental Services of the 
American Dental Association, who dis- 
cussed the military obligation confront- 
ing the graduate and how best to meet 
that situation; G. Milton Goolsby, Presi- 
dent of the American Dental Trade As- 
sociation, who explained the sérvices 
available through your dealer and how he 


stands ready to assist you at any time; 
E. L. Hoskins, Chairman of the Manu- 
facturers section of the American Dental 
Trade Association, who spoke on the 
close interdependence of the dentist and 
dealer. This was a new and worthwhile 
program to better prepare the dental stu- 
dent for his future in the profession. 

The first of a series of six panel pro- 
grams was presented on Monday morn- 
ing, the subject, “Maintaining Good Pa- 
tient Relationships.” This panel discus- 
sion was moderated by Dr. Lloyd Dodd 
of Decatur, who was presented by Dr. 
Joseph Zielinski. Panelist Dr. Jay H. 
Eshleman spoke on the responsibility of 
the dentist to his community as well as 
to his practice and himself. Dr. S$. Mayo 
Silverman discussed the problems asso- 
ciated with the Dental Budget Plan. Dr. 
Wallace Kirby, a member of our Society, 
concluded the discussion with a sugges- 
tion of office procedures to improve office 
efficiency, and to better patient-dentist 
relations. 

On Monday afternoon the panel dis- 
cussion presented was, “Dentistry for the 
Child Patient,’ under the chairmanship 
of Dr. S. Richard Kleiman. The modera- 
tor was Dr. Roy M. Wolff, and four pan- 
elists discussed various aspects of chil- 
dren’s dentistry. Dr. Kenneth E. Law- 
rence spoke on emergency care, and 
operative dentistry for the handicapped 
child using general anesthesia. Dr. Roy L. 
Lindahl discussed effective child man- 
agement and the economics of child care. 
Dr. Sheldon Rosenstein emphasized the 
importance of early recognition of ortho- 
dontic problems and interception and 
correction of them before serious damage 
occurs. Dr. Mary Lynn Morgan dis- 
cussed the use of high speed technics in 
operative work for children. 

“The A.D.A. and its Next Ten Years 
in Dentistry,” was the topic for Tuesday 
morning’s program. Dr. Harold Oppice 
was presiding Chairman, and presented 
the moderator, Dr. Harold Hillenbrand, 
Secretary of the A.D.A. Mr. B. Duane 
Moen, the first panelist, spoke of the 
distribution of dental manpower and 
what our future manpower needs will be 
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if our population growth continues at its 
present rate. Dr. R. H. Friedrich pointed 
out some of the possible changes con- 
fronting the private practice of dentistry 
because of sociological changes and the 
increased demand for more dental care 
for more people. Dr. George C. Paffen- 
barger discussed recent advances made 
in scientific development, and what we 
can expect in the future. Dr. Shailer 
Peterson concluded the discussion by 
speaking of the changes which may take 
place in dental education as a result of 
the increasing manpower need, social 
change, and the great strides made in 
the field of speedier and more efficient 
operative technics. Also participating in 
the discussion were Dr. J. Roy Doty and 
Mr. Bernard J. Conway. 

On Tuesday afternoon, “Nutrition— 
What it Means to You and Your Pa- 
tient,” was presented with Dr. Kermit F. 
Knudtzon as moderator. Dr. Theodore 
R. Van Dellen discussed the latest find- 
ings on nutrition and how this affects the 
dentist as an individual. Dr. Philip Jay 
spoke of dietary control of dental caries 
and emphasized the carbohydrate intake 
relationship. The nutritional problems of 
the gerodontic patient were dealt with 
by Dr. Maury Massler. Dr. Arthur Elfen- 
baum then pointed out some of the oral 
symptoms of dietary and nutritional dis- 
turbances. 

All of these panel presentations were 
originally scheduled for the Waldorf 
Room, but the program planned for 
Wednesday morning aroused so much ad- 
vance interest that it was necessary to 
transfer it to the Eighth Street Theatre 
in order to accommodate the crowds. 
There were approximately 1150 persons 
present for the program, “The Status of 
Higher Handpiece Speeds Today.” Dr. 
Gerson M. Gould introduced the moder- 
ator, Dr. Wilbert G. Gordon, past-Presi- 
dent of the Chicago Academy of Dental 
Research. The first panelist, also of the 
Academy, Dr. Robert M. Laff, discussed 
the principles and application of high 
speed in operative dentistry, pointing out 
its limitations and effectiveness. The de- 
veloper of the air turbine handpiece, Dr. 
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John V. Borden, then spoke of the prob- 


- lems occurring in tooth preparation due 


to vibration and trauma with high speed 
instruments, and the elimination of same 
through the use of super speed. Dr. Rod- 
erick A. McEwen from the Emory Uni- ~~ 
versity School of Dentistry discussed high . — 
speed and super speed in every day prac- 
tice, and pointed out that the use of high 
speed could be applied to almost every 
phase of dentistry without too much dif- 
ficulty. 

The subject of the final panel program 
on Wednesday afternoon was, “Full 
Mouth Rehabilitation.” Dr. Robert Krei- 
ner presented the moderator, Dr. Lester 
W. Boyd. Dr. Harold Wirth discussed the 
importance of proper presentation and 
planning in preparing the patient for oral 
rehabilitation. Dr. Ercell Miller suggested 
proper chairside procedures in full mouth 
rehabilitation. The laboratory procedures 
necessary for a satisfactory full oral re- 
habilitation were discussed by Dr. W. C. 
McCaskill. Question and answer periods 
followed each of these panel presenta- 
tions in which all participated. 


General Session 


On Monday evening, before the first 
General Session was called to order, we 
were entertained again this year by an 
organ prelude and community singing. 
The officers and directors of the Society 
and the distinguished guests then made 
their entrance, the meeting was called to 
order by General Chairman Wayne L. 
Fisher, and all present joined in the sing- 
ing of our National Anthem. Captain R. 
R. Marken, District Chaplain of the 
Ninth Naval District then gave the in- 
vocation. Those seated at the speaker’s 
table were introduced by the Chairman 
who presented our Society President, 
Walter E. Dundon. Dr. Dundon wel- 
comed all of us on behalf of the Society, 
thanking each one for his part in the 
Midwinter Meeting. The Society’s Sev- 
enteenth Annual Research Award was 
presented by Dr. Dundon to Walter S. 
Weisz of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, for 
his paper on, “The Reduction of Dental
